We have spoken of California as 
faryous for her fruits and wines. Far 
as the knowlecgs of our State extends, 
she is celebrated for these productions, 
while the charms of ber climate have 
everywhere beentaid. Batof her un- 
developed resources but little is known, 
even among her own people. To aiew 
of these the Times calis attention. 

At the fair the variety of raw material 
dieplayed, inviting manufacture, bas 
been a continual suurce of surprise to 
visitors to the pavilion, and it bas been 
regarded as one of the most interesting 
feataores of the exbibition, looked upon 
ip the light of the futare possibilities 
for Southern California. As these re- 
sources are yet utdeveloped, it is now 
impossible to determine their extent, or 
how stropg and general their ioduce- 
meats to capiial will be in the future. 
We' propose, ia this article, to do hardiy 
more than call aitention to their exist 
ence, and consider them merely as 
sucgestive indices of larger industria) 
possibilities. 


Noticeable amoug the exhibits of raw 
materials for manu‘actures are superior 
Specimens of asbestos, taken from (he 
Cajon Pass, and found there in barge 
Quantities. There is also 4 sample ol 
the inco.nastible cluth produced there- 
from, so valaable for gloves and fire- 
men's clothing. 

Specimens of aviimony are also 
shown, of the very best qaality, 
brought from thé Mojare desert, where 
it is said to exist in abundances. 

Fine exbibits of boro silver are dis- 

played from the same section. 
r There are speciweas of costfound in 
the Cejon Pass, the mine of which ts 
as yet undeveloped; and also cou! from 
Elsinore, where a sit-foot vein has been 
discovered and is pow being developed. 
As ths tunneling extends downward aud 
into the mountain sides, the quailty of 
the coal 1s improved. ‘Tbat aiready 
taken out is of a fair quality, and 
burns well.. 

Fair epecimens of peat from the 
peat beds near Linwood, beyond Pasa- 
adens, are to be seen, together with 
samples of brea from Li Brea Rancho, 
mear the city. These resources, to- 
gether with our large deposits of pe- 
troleum, wil! go far to solve the problem 
of a fuel supply for all domestic aad 
yoapufactauring purposes now and in 
the iuture.

To the button-maker, Los Angeles, as 
well as other towns all along the coast, 
sends out an earnest invitation in the 
abundance of her materia! existing for 
~uch mapvufacture. Nothing more bean- 
tiful for battons, combs, card-cases and 
Various ornaments can be « fered than 
the lustrous abalone shells which are 
found in inexhaustible quantities. We 
send them away by sbip-loads, instead 
of iaviting capital and labor bere for 
their manufacture. 

Oar vast barvest Gelds, with their un- 
told tons of straw, invite the paper 
maker, as do the yucea palms of the 
desert, which enterprising Laglisb 
capital has already discovered and is 
shipping in vast quantitiesto mann- 
factarers in Eogland. 

A new feld for enterprise may per- 
haps be opened through the discovery 
of the paint deposit which exists some 
twenty miles distant from Los Angeles, 
near the Saitworks op the coast. This 
is claimed, by the discoverer, to be the 
most remarkable paint deposit in the 
world. The specimens placed on ex 
hibition are of almost pure (98 per cent. ) 
earth paint. Nine different colors are 
found, among whien are black, Van 
Dyke brown, a reddish buff, raw umber, 
slate-gray, yellow ochre, light rose pink, 
dark drab and filling white. The Los 
Angeies Paint Manufacturing Company 
is already utilizing this valuabie find. 

For the tanner, in lies of the bark 
supplies with which he is familiar elae- 
where, the black wattle can be raised, 
producing the finest tanning bark in 
the world. Hides are abundant, so 
that we need not send across the con- 
tinent for leather or kid of any variety, 
if we would bat establish here the tan- 
neries for which we can make room, 
and which active enterprise asd capital 
might so well sustain. 

The specimens of plaster of paris 
from Los Angeles gypsum exeel in 
whiteness and fineness of quality the 
specimens from Italy and New York 
by which they are fanked., - 

These exbibits from our resources, 
which are mostly placed on exhibition 
atthe fair by the Los Angeles Manu- 
facturers’ Aseociation, servé as small 
to the great industrial 
sibilities of Sontbern California, They 
are worthy of attention and should not 
be overlooked. 


The possibilities of this great State 
baye hardly yet begun to be coonsid- 
ered. Looking at what is, and what 
mey be, itises if Nature hed said to 
as: Behold the last, dest, and crown- 
me work of my band!

The Development of the Country. 


Scarcely a geveration bas passed 
since the days when Southern Califor- 
Bia was looked apoo simply as a sunny 
pasture ground, a fit paradise for herds 
of cattle, horses and sheep, with barren 
wastes not yielding enough of nouri-h- 
ment for even such primitive use as 
this. No provhetic voice was bold 
enough to predict for this region com- 
mercial greatness or agricultural pros- 
perity. Its resources were regarded as 
hardly worth consideration, as wholly 
insufficieut to command the a'teution of 
the manufacturer or the prodnecer, or 
to enlist the iuterest of the capi- 
talist. In the dreams of future 
greatness and grand development in- 
duiged by statesmen and politicians for 
liferent sections of the Country, this 
region bad no place. The industrial 
wealth, and the social and politics! ad- 
vancement of this section war so amall 
that even tbe northern portion cf the 
State sneered at it, and talked con- 
temptuously of the ‘*‘cow counties” of 
Southern California. It was a good 
eatt'e country, an inviting spot for the 
sheep-berder, and iv some portions of it, 
they said, tolerable harvests of grain 
sad corn might be grown, but beyond 
that, even the most visionary had no 
great plaus for its future. It was no 
realm for dreams of empire, and the 
capitalist, if he would get rich here, 
must live on his solitary acres, 
bis principalities of pasturage, 
unpeopled save by bis) Own 
hirelings, whose duty it was not to 
make homes, bat to tend bis vast flocks 
and herds; not to build churches and to 
support schools, but to toil for a humbie 
livelihood in unprogressive paths. Such 
was the future assigned to this fair 
garden-spot of the Golden State by the 
earlier pioneers upon this coast. The 
wealth that was to be realized by the 
citizens of California was to be realized 
from ber gold mines aud her pastures. 
Tae universal prosperity which springs 
from diversified iodustries was nut 
deemed possible for this great State. 
The stroke of the miner's pick, the 
sullen grind of the quartz mill, 
the lowing of catile, the bileat 
of the flocks, and the occasional 
bum of the barvest fields were 
deemed the only sounds likely to break 
the stillness in this region of uniaviting 
soil. Although the skies bung warm 
aud bine above it, and the winter rains 
Glled its streams and clothed its plains 
and bills with greenness and verdare, 
the rainless summers, when even the 
rivers disappeared ia the thirsty sands, 
and the soil grew dry and parched, were 
looked upon as barriers to agricultural 
and horticaltural enterprise not easily 
to be surmounted. Of the possibilities 
of thie region there was nothing to 
speak. The peculiarities of tbe soil 
were not understood. Of its responsive 
powers there was small intimation. Ite 
unrivaled fertility and prodactiveness 
bad never been patto the test by the 
band of skilled, labor. It was virgin 
soil, waiting only for the plough and 
the harruw and tbe touch of the hidden 
streams that nature bas held in reserve 
in order that the land snould blossom 
in the smiting plenty of untold har- 
vests. 

How different from that past is ali 
that we see here to day! and how dil- 
ferent are the predictions which we 
make for the future, particularly of 
Southern California, from those in- 
dulged in a generation ago, as day by 
day its possibilities are unfolded before 
us! We have come to feel that to those 
possibilities there is scarcely a limu; 
acd people coming bere from the differ. 
ent sections of the country, who, at 
home, were inclined to consider the re- 
porte that reached them in regard to 
the climate, soil, productions aud re- 
sources of California exaggerated, are 
ready ‘o admit ther truthtalness, and 
that the full story has not yet been, 
told, 


world the wines and the {fruits of Cali- 
fornia bave found their way. Within 
the past two years they have been 
everywhere received with growing 
favor. The prejudice against California 
fruits and wines—a prejadice born and 
nursed by interested sections, jcalous of 
the superior excellence of our 
prodacts—is fast giving way a8 
they ocballenge the test of com- 
petition. We kuow that Californias 
wines are extensively sold under foreign 
labels, and compare favorably with 
the best brands of imported wines, 
whose names they bear. Bat this 
subterfuge is no longer necessary in 
order to insure a ready sale. Every 
yearthey steud more and more firmly 
on the test of their own excellence, and, 
as California wines, are bought, soli 
and consumed in large quantities. So 
itis with our fruits: Oaliforaoia pears, 
peaches, apricots, grepes, figs, raisins, 
are everywhere in demand, and their 
excellence is beyond question. 

Bat it is not our purpose at this time 
to dwell particularly upon these weill- 
known productions, bat rather more 
especially to call attention to the as yet 
undeveloped resoarces of Southern Cali- 
fornia—resources which invile the at- 
tention of enterprising capitalists, of 
manufacturers and laborers, and which 
are suggestive of promising possibilities 
for the futere of this portion of the 


State, 

Among the interesting displays of the 
fair, pow in progress at the psvilion, 
there are nonce more suggestive of future 
indastriel wealth and activity for this | 
region than the exbibit made by tbe Los 
Angeles Mavufaciturers' Association of 
raw material which may be used for 
various mannfactaring purposes. It can 
no longer be said that we have nothing 
to invite manufacturers. In a subsequent 
issue we propose to look at a few 
articles which this new suciety, organ- 
ized for the encouragement of manu- 
factures, bas placed on exhibition, as 
aa index of the wealth of our resources.

A Fierce Commercial Confi'ct-Hot Corn 
and Hot ‘New Glasgow” Pies Galore 
—Sights and Scenes in 
the Slums.

San Frawctsco, Oct. 23.—Two years 
azo, about 8 o'clock one evening, there 
was observed standing on the corner 
of Market and Powell streets, a small, 
dark-complexioned man.

CAUSED BY ANDY'S TREASONABLE PLOT. 


Admiral Ammen and Ben Buller Contribute 
their Reminiscences of that 
Critical Period. 


Atvoctated Press Dispatches to The Times. 

Pariapeceata, Oct. 23.—A statement 
by Admiral Ammen, relative to General 
Grant's partio the boisterous time of 
Johnson's administration, is made pub- 
lie here to-day.

Chinese Six Companies as the Chinese 
Benevolent Society.

This year, in the 26th month, 
at Oro Fino, the oreigners, with no 
reason, hung five Chinese, and fol- 
lowed the others to kill them, making 
them scream and cry with distress. In 
Butte Oity, where several thousand 
Chinese lived, the d class has 
given out word that they will drive the 
Chinese out, and, if they do not go by 
such a time, their eager will be 
burned and they will be killed. There 
is no telling what will be done there in 
the future. Ataplace near Portland, 
Oregon, the Irish people of the labor- 
ing class have become very much ex-. 
cited because they cannot get work. 
They are trying to drive the Obinese 
out. At Victoria the Chinese are out 
of employment and have nothing to 
live on no place to go.

I take the apples ripe and fresh 
from the trees, at this season of the 
year, and cover them up with dry, fine 
coal ashes, to a depth of fourteen to 
eighteen inches. I have appics that 
have passed two wiaters thus pre- 
served, out of dvors, exposed to rain 
ead frost, and yet the fruit came out 
fresh and fair. How much longer the 
apples would keep under these circum- 
stances I donot kuow. Possibly pears, 
and some other perishable arti- 
em might be kept by this simple and 
inexpensive process much longer than 
woder present methods, Thcre.is no 
_ patent on this suggestion, and its sim- 
plicity and light cost should induce 
the experimenting of those who desire
